people out of employment, causing losses of mil- 
lions of dollars to both employer and employee, 
where property richts are violated and men are 
deprived of the right to work. 


DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES 


Regimentation by government, or otherwise, 
has been tried and has failed, and will continue 
to fall wherever attempted. It is a means of 
undermining democratic governments and demo- 
cratic principles. If permitted, it will enslave 
industry and labor as it has enslaved them in 
Germany and Ruasia. 

A happy condition can only exist, and public 
confidence can only be secured, when the busi- 
neas executive, the laborer and the farmer con- 
tinually and unitediy strive to improve products, 
to lower costs, to price products so that the con- 
sumer may enjoy and have the things which 
are his rigit. Both labor and management should 


There is another matter which should be kept 
carefully and continuously in mind through these 
months, and perhaps years, of war. During war, 
unusual activity prevails; prices usually advance; 
the volume of business increases; employment 
conditions improve, and along with all this, 
profits are likely to be better. What has to be 
kept in mind, however, is the certainty that at 
some time—and we hope soon—the war will 
end. When that time comes, demand for money 
will diminish; prices will fall to lower levels; 
inventories will swiftly go down in value. and 
heavy losses will be absolutely inevitable. Man- 
agements will have to have regard to the 
certainty of this result in the disposition of such 
profits as may be available during the periof of 
rising activity and earnings, to study well every 
transaction, and to plan well the things to be 
done in the interim. We were not prepared for 
war when war came. This was unfortunate. It 
would be very unfortunate if we were net pre- 
pared for post-war conditions when they come. 

In these days, when Governments find it 
necessary to apply restrictions and are drawing 
on every resource, when ownership of property 
is being controlled almost to the point of chal- 
lenging the existence of individual ownership 
and, therefore, in effect, the existence of 
democracy, it is in imperative measure a neces- 
sity that waste of every kind be eliminated, and 
economies discovered and enforced. 


EXCESSIVE COST OF GOVERNMENT 

Our Constitution, it appears, is to be 
amended. If so, provision should be made for 
fewer Members of the House of Commons, fewer 
Members of the Senate and fewer Members of 
our Legislatures, Municipal Governments also 
should be diminished in numbers and personnel. 
Small committees and small Legislatures are 
much more efficient than large and expensive 
organizations. Overlypping and duplication be- 
tween the Dominion Government and Provincial 
Governments simply must be eliminated, if Can- 
ada is to remain solyent and remain free, 
Upon these things the workers of our country 
and the taxpayers of our country have a right 
to insist, and their insistence must now rise to 
the stature of a demand 

If our Governmental suthorities give evie 
dence of a willingness to meet imperative neces- 
sities along the lines indicated herein and along 
other lines, the people of this country will throw 
themselves with ever greater courage and ene 
thusiasm into the immense task which Mes abe: d

TO MEET WAR COSTS 


Our first duty is the speedy and efficient 

prosecution of the war. No doubt many restric- 
tions are necessary, and business must adjust 
itself to these restrictions. It is important that 
they be as few as possbble and bear as lightly 
as possible, because the extension of production 
and the extension of trade are hampered by 
restrictions, and it is only on the extension of 
production and the extension of trade that we 
can hope to provide for our tremendous financial 
burdens and maintain our standard of living 
The success of our future will depend much on 
how we conduct the present, and while fight- 
ing dictatorships we must prove to al] peoples 
that Caneda at al! times uses democratic prin- 
ciples in her own affairs. By now giving heed 
to our post-war problems, we should be in a 
position to attract capital and a high grade of 
immigration that will carry on successfully the 
development and expansion which our country 
requires.

BERLIN, Dec. 14.—Practically all basic necessities of life are ra- 


tioned in Germany now. New clo 


thing cards have just been distri- 


buted, adding to the assortment ef complicated cards the German 


citizen has te carry. 


Keeping clothes on his back, anal 
socks on his feet, is as big a prob- 


lem as keeping food in his stomach. 
He can buy only one suit and one 
shirt a year. Wome and children 
likewise are limited closely. 

Girls who like silk stockings 
are allowed six pairs a year, and 
they can not get enough darning 
thread. 

Men and women, boys and girls 
each have special cards. They con- 
tain 100 coupons which must last a 
whole year. 

The cards have a list of rationed 
articles—30 for men and 42 for wo- 
men, Each item is “worth” 50 
many coupons. Thus it is possible 


‘|to calculate in advance just what 


may be purchased during the com- 
ing year. 

A handkerchief, for example, 
“costs” two coupons, a man’s suit 60, 
a woman's suit 66. 

If Frits buys a suit now, he will 
have only 40 coupons to get him 
through until Oct, 31, 1940. That 
is leaving little for such articles 
as shirts, “costing” 20 coupons, 
socks, neckties, pyjamas, etc. 

If Gretel buys a suit, it means her 
year’s supply of coupons is reduced 
drastically. She could not, for ex- 
ample, get a suit and a woollea 
dress. The suit “costs” 66 and the 

ress 40. 

Hats are about the only major 
item which still are available as 
freely as in peace time. Other 
items net specially rationed, with 
the exception of hats, require spe- 
cial permission to buy. Men’s and 
women's overcoats are on this list, 
along with work clothes and house- 
hold linen,

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Prepayment As Usual 


Edmonton taxpayers are to be allowed 
to prepay next year’s taxes. This as a 
matter of course. The experiment, first 
tried only a few years ago, has been s0 
remarkably successful that a prepayment 
period is now a permanent feature of the 
city’s tax-collecting system. To abandon 
it would be self-evident folly. Last Jan- 
uary the taxpayers prepaid more than a 
million dollars of this year’s levy. And 
unless the unvarying record is to be 
broken, they will prepay still more of next 
year's levy. 

If any change is made, it should be and 
almost certainly will be by lengthening the 
prepayment period. Fifteen days is not 
a very generous time allowance, particu- 
larly when the fifteen days come imme- 
diately after the heavy spending of Christ- 
mas. In Calgary prepayments may be 
made up until the first of April. <A cor- 
responding extension of time here would 
make prepayment possible to some who 
find their pockets empty after the Christ- 
mas outgo but who could save up at 
least a good part of the year’s tax-money 
over the three months following. 


The Home Front 


In the months that lie ahead the people 
of Canada will be called upon to share 
many burdens, perhaps even hardships, to 
assure the safety of their great Dominion 
and the triumph of an Empire in arms 
against a powerful foe. There is no doubt 
that they will shoulder these burdens 
cheerfully, even gladly, knowing as they 
do the righteousness of their cause. 


Among the burdens which weigh heav- ° 


ily upon our nation at all times and which 
must be borne whether we are at peace or 
at war is that of tuberculosis. Perhaps 
not everyone realizes how much greater 
is the menace of tuberculosis in wartime. 
The bitter years of 1914-1918 demon- 
strated clearly that the years of war are 
accompanied by a steadily mounting toll 
from the great plague. The difficulties of 
normal life in time of war leave people 
more liable to infection and the consequent 
casualty list is no less tragic than the one 
issued from the army high command. 


One thing the people of Edmonton and 
Northern Alberta can do at once to 
help. They can remember and support 
the Christmas Seal campaign which is 
carried on by the Edmonton Kinsmen club 
for funds to combat tuberculosis. 

It will not do to neglect the home front 
when we are asked to buy Christmas Seals. 


Thuggery Defiant 


Moscow of course rejected the proposal 
from the League that it submit its claims 
against Finland to peaceful negotiations. 
If the Soviet chief had wanted or been 
willing to negotiate he would have taken 
that course at the outset. Instead, he is- 
sued demands which no self-respecting 
country could willingly concede, and when 
they were not accepted resorted to force. 

In rejecting the appeal Moscow saves 
the League the trouble of deciding whether 
Russia is the aggressor in the Finnish 
conflict. The refusal admits the fact and 
accepts the role, the puerilities of Molo- 
toff to the contrary. Whimper as he may 
about the fierce and warlike Finns being 
a menace to the hundred and eighty mil- 
lions of the Soviet state with its army of 
fifteen millions, the refusal to negotiate 
is a declaration of the intent to rob with 
violence. 

Russia has thus numbered itself among 
the aggressors. It has made war the in- 
strument of national policy. It now form- 
ally refuses to abandon force and submit 
to reason, though asked to do so by an 
organization representing a great major- 
ity of the nations; a request that has the 
backing of all but two, at most three, of 
the countries not engaged in the dispute. 

This is a deliberate and direct affront 
to world opinion. It is also a proclamation 
that Russia’s pledges are worth nothing. 
In effect Moscow says it is going to beat 
the life out of a little state it swore to pro- 
tect; and defies the world to do anything 
about it. 


The Voyage of the Bremen 


The commander of the Bremen ac- 
complished a daring feat in bringing his 
vessel from Murmansk through the mine- 
strewn warship-infested waters of the 
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North Sea into a German port. He had of 
course fair security against submarine at- 
tack, since Allied U-boats do not sink mer- 
chant vessels without warning, and the 
Bremen could run away from any sub- 
marine which came to the surface to order 
it to heave to. The statement at Berlin, 
that the ship was saved from a Brit- 
ish submarine by the timely arrival of a 
German plane, is only another churlish 
refusal to give the Allies credit for respect- 
ing the sea law which Nazi commanders 
are instructed to ignore. 

But this immunity from torpedoes does 
not detract from the seamanship shown by 
the Bremen’s commander in steering his 
ship safely through mine fields and elud- 
ing the vigilance of British surface 
cruisers. No one will more readily give 
him credit due than the naval officers who 
would have captured his vessel if they 
could. That also is in the fine tradition of 
the British navy. 

The question arises why it was thought 
advisable to order this $20,000,000 mer- 
chant ship to leave Murmansk and brave 
the dangers of such a voyage in order that 
it can be tied up in a German port for the 
duration of the war. That unquestionably 
will be'its fate, for it is too valuable to 
risk in blockade-running ventures. 

Was there an uneasy feeling in Berlin 
that the supposed ally who is ousting Ger- 
many out of its Baltic trading area and 
grabbing its commercial interests there 
might one of these days also grab the Bre- 
men? , 


Editorial Notes 


Fascist newspapers are warning Rus- 
sia that Germany stands solidly behind 
Italy in the Balkans and will help to bar 
Russian encroachment in that area. To 
which Stalin, knowing Germany can’t get 
Russian supplies unless it dances to his 
fiddling, may appropriately respond, “O 
yes?” 


A protocol to the new mutual assist- 
ance pact provides that Turkey may not 
be required to fight Russia—with which 
country the Turks have been on friendly 
relations. But that does not prevent the 
Turks electing to fight, or say they won’t 
if Russia tries to acquire by force the 
Balkan dominance they refused to allow 
it to gain by diplomacy. 


The Swiss commander-in-chief has been 
given authority to call out all the able- 
bodied men in the country at any time 
when in his judgment the defence of the 
nation requires. Every man in Switzer- 
land is a trained soldier. This sweeping 
power given to the commander is another 
declaration by a neutral government of 
complete want of confidence in Nazi re- 
spect for neutral rights.

THE DOMINION BANK 
“The extension of production and trade are 
hampered by restrictions and it is only on the 


‘extension of production and the extension of 


trade that we can hope to provide for our tre- 
mendous financial burdens.” This message was 
given by Mr. C. H. Carlisle, president of The 
Dominion Bank, in his address at the Annual 
Meeting of shareholders in Toronto, 

“Regimentation by government, or otherwise, 
has been tried and has failed,” Mr. Carlisle 
pointed out. Success in the immense task which 
lies ahead requires that the Canadian people 
throw themselves into it with their utmost en- 
thusiasm, and governments would encourage the 
workers and taxpayers, Mr. Carlisle suggested, 
by the elimination of every kind of waste, in- 
cluding overlapping and duplication among the 
numerous governments in Canada. 

Continual striving to improve products and 
lower costs, by the business executive, the 
laborer and the farmer, was advocated by Mr. 
Carlisle. “Both labor and management,” he 
added, “should constantly keep in mind that the 
consumer determines the number of people em- 
pioyed.” 

Referring to the financial statement of The 
Dominion Bank, Mr. Carlisle said: “The Bank's 
position is financially sound. It has increased its 
activities in practically all of its operations. It 
has secured many new accounts, some of which 
are quite large—all of which reflects a higher 
efficiency in the Bank’s personnel.” 

“The Dominion Bank is in a sound position, 
and fully prepared to take its place in financing 
the business and war efforts of this country,” 
said Mr. Robert Rae, the general manager, in his 
address at the meeting. <A very satisfactory 
feature of the statement to which Mr. Rae drew 
attention is the increase of $11,276,618 in current 
loans and discounts, The bank’s total invest- 
ments in securities amounted to $60,649,316 at 
October 31. They consist principally of Dominion 
and Provincial government bonds, very care- 
fully selected and entered at below prevailing 
prices, he stated. Cash assets equivalent to 
18.86% of public liabilities and readily realizable 
assets 64.6% of liabilities to the public indicate a 
very high ratio of liquidity. 

Courage to carry on and visualize a brighter 
future was found warranted by Mr. Carlisle. 
Canada’s advantages which he pointed out are 
varied and abundant crops, large meat supplies, 
forests and mines, huge areas of productive 
lands, transportation facilities both lake and rail, 
public service and educational institutions, and 
the high intellectual and moral quality of the 
Canadian people. 

On This Date

Fifty years ago today (December 14, 1889) 
Ottawa was seemingly worried about an immi- 
gration of Mormons into Alberta. The Latter 
Day Saints had first migrated to Alberta in 
1886, under the leadership of President Card, 
and lald the foundation of the present town of 
Cardston, now the site of the largest Mormon 
tabernacle in Canada and the centre of a thriv- 
ing community with irrigated lands and pro- 
ducing much beet sugar, in addition to staple 
western products, 

Three years after the first migration to 
Canada the leaders of the Mormons at Salt Lake 
City wrote to Lord Stanley of Preston, then 
governor general, apparently asking for some 
concessions in Canada. The governor, of course, 
handed the letter to his prime minister, and 
Sir John Macdonald replied in characteristic 
manner: 

“I really think it would be better not to 
answer the letter from Salt Lake City... . It 
does not call for a reply and it would almost 
seem as if the writer desired to draw an 
acknowledgement for the purpose of publica- 
tion. Now the Mormons are held to be an illegal 
body in the United States, and it would shock 
the moral sentiments of the Americans to see 
your excellency in any way recognize such 
objectionable pergons as Brigham Young and 
Joseph S. Smith.” 

The Mormons never practised polygamy in 
Canada, and so far as my memory goes have 
never in any way offended against Canadian 
laws (in this way they differ altogether from 
the Doukhobors, a constant source of trouble 
since their introduction into Canada). The last 
census showed that the Latter Day Saints 
Church had a membership of about 22,000 in 
all Canada, half of whom resided in Alberta. 
They do not increase rapidly, the census figures 
showing a growth of only 5,000 in the decade, 
1921-31. It will be interesting to see what the 
figure will be in 1941.
